Concerto for Clarinet and Orchestra of Aaron Copland (Columbia 
Symphony Orchestra, Aaron Copland, conductor; Benny Goodman, 
clarinet; WNCN) 

A solo instrument and le monde and the passages for the clarinet 
allow Benny Goodman to demonstrate his virtuosity and the passages 
for orchestra are elegant transparent unembellished. A solo in- 
strument and le monde and the Concerto for Piano and Orchestra 

in B flat minor, Opus 23 of Tchaikovsky was privately performed 

by Tchaikovsky in one of the classrooms of the Moscow Conservatory 
for Nicholas Rubinstein and Albertovich Hubert on Christmas Eve 

in 1874 and the concerto was presented to the world on October 25 
in the following year in Boston Massachusetts and Hans von Bülow 
was the soloist. Hans von Bülow and Cosima Liszt and Cosima von 
Bülow and Cosima Wagner and Hans von Bthlow's ducal orchestra at 
Meinengen presented the Symphony No. 4 in E minor, Opus 98 of 
Brahms to the world on October 25, 1885 and the composer was the 
conductor and on that day Bizet was 47 and Picasso was 4 and Johann 
Strauss was 65 and Chaucer had been dead for 485 years and King 
George II had been dead for 125 years and Giorgione had been dead 
for 375 years and facts like repetitions are informative of course. 
And the Symphony No. 4 in E minor of Brahms was warmly received 

at the world première and there were unsuccessful demands by the 
audience for a repetition of the Scherzo and a repetition of the 
Scherzo would have been impossible, Repetitions and to repeat 

the Scherzo is to violate the aesthetic form of the Symphony No. 4 
in E minor and to violate the internal and irregular pattern of 
repetition established by the composer and to impose the needs 
desires and aspirations of the audience on the work of art and 


to therefore refuse to regard the Symphony No. 4 in E minor as 
an autonomous aesthetic phenomenon. Repetitions and human nature 
makes a concerted effort to regularize repetitions and if human 


nature did not do so, human nature would not be human nature, 


Human nature and its desire to regularize repetitions and so be- 

tween 1096 and 1291 eight Croisades were entreprises par 1'Europe
